In  an  article  on  the  question  of  whether  or  not  Death  of  a  Salesman  could  be  classified  as 
a  tragedy,  Arthur  Miller  wrote  “Tragedy,  then,  is  the  consequence  of  a  man's  total 
compulsion  to  evaluate  himself  justly.”  In  All  My  Sons,  Miller  shows  us  a  family  that  is 
forced  to  evaluate  themselves  justly.  Joe  Keller  embodies  the  American  Dream,  but  his  is 
an  American  Dream  defined  by  economic  success  and  embodied  in  his  need  to  leave  his 
success  as  a  legacy  for  his  family.  Miller  points  out  the  flaw  in  this  dream  when  the  need 
for  success  takes  precedent  over  humanity.  This  is  a  question  we  are  faced  with  today 
when  banks  are  failing  and  the  appearance  of  success  is  more  important  that  the  investors 
or  the  working  people  who  produce  the  products.  In  the  play,  Chris  asks  his  Father,  “is 
that  as  far  as  your  mind  can  see,  the  business?  What  is  that,  the  world  -  the  business?”  In 
this  day  and  age,  should  we  be  asking  ourselves  the  same  thing.
